908147 Eisnaugle This amendment clarifies when the two divisions may meet jointly.

340621 Eisnaugle The joint resolution may allow Supreme Court review of per curiam affirmed (PCA).  This amendment clarifies that the expanded jurisdiction will not 

allow review of PCA's.

514951 Eisnaugle This amendment clarifies that where the legislature passes a general law to clarify the split between civil jurisdiction and criminal jurisdiction, the law 

must conform with the constitutional split of jurisdiction.  The amendment keeps a future legislature from putting a criminal case in the civil division, 

or vice versa.

348381 Eisnaugle The joint resolution requires a certain level of funding for the judicial branch.  This amendment clarifies that certain court-related expense categories 

may not be added to the judicial branch budget.

425577 Eisnaugle This amendment specifies that this is a proposed "revision" of the constitution, not just a proposed "amendment"

874755 Eisnaugle This amendment specifies the effective date of the increased Supreme Court jurisdiction.

368965 Eisnaugle This amendment simplifies the joint resolution by removing parts outside of Article V.

418661 Eisnaugle This amendment clarifies the ballot summary.

349533 Steinberg The joint resolution fixes which justices go to which division.  This amendment would allow the justices to pick their own division.

379527 Steinberg This amendment removes all but the guaranteed court funding from the proposed amendment.

Steinberg This strike-all amendment limits the joint resolution to only court funding issue (giving the court system a minimum level of funding based on a 

percentage of GR).  As opposed to the original amendment, this substitute amendment further defines the elements of the "judicial system".  Like the 

original amendment, this substitute has the effect of dropping proposed changes to court rulemaking, creation of two divisions of the Supreme Court, 

increasing jurisdiction, and review of JQC files.  The strike-all does not include the standard language regarding consideration at an earlier special 

election.

The bill provides an exemption for local governments that 

have adopted their own fertilizer ordinance prior to July 1, 2011.  The amendment also preempts the regulation of the sale, composition, packaging, 

labeling, retail and wholesale distribution, and formulation, including nutrient content level and release rates, to the Department of Agriculture and 

Consumer Services.
